Germany on 135 Hay 1874 and landing in New York on 26 lay 1874. There

years in 1874 when he came to the United States. His wife was Mari-— 
anne Bender who is shown aS being 51 years old in 1874. 1 don't 
know if the difference in her age was a mistake of her son or of 
the ship's purser. However, I wondered why you thought that your 

grandfather was born in Germany. ‘The ship's record indicates that 
“he was a tussian citizen. 


I received your second letter today. the Catherine who is 
shown as the first daughter could well have been called Caroline. 
Many mistakes in the names of vassengers were made because of mis-.-~ 
undorstanding due to language difficulties. Martin was the second 
child and Warie (whom you call Mary) was the third. Marie may 
have been pda gers Ll months old. Many families did not tell 
the t ruth abow 


the ages of small children in order to have them 
come free of charge across the Atlantic, thonks for telling me that 
there was no fourth child.

mistakingly spelled Selesia. Also, the departure date of May “13,1874, 
is given but not the arrival date in New York. Furthermore, Gwen 
pritzkau, who compiled tye list, said that all of the people on 
board the “ilesia came from Kassel, Russia, whereas they actually 
came from several different colonies. hanks for telling me that 
the Meyers were from Sarata. There will be no charge for this letter.
